,_ <*««i^d-.iGhina liaF a very dedicated, aggressive leadership. , 
Communist. There is a basic difference between Mr. Khrushchev i 
and Mr. Mao Tse-tung, although "in using the^ two names, inci-li 
dentally, I amh,6t trying to downgrade other Chinese Communist a 
leaders who may be more Influential or as influential as Mao I 
Ts'e-tung.” Khrushchev believes in following the line of peaceful 
competition. There is ideological competition between the two. 
But any "obvious’' attempt on our part to drive them apart would 
be counterpfOTdtftive because they haye a religious tie. "It has 
been my po^Ioif— and will continue to be in the future until 
circumstances change—that we would make a very great mistake 
to change our position on recdghlzing Red China.”
